Lpplause  greeted  the  president's  announce- 
rient  that  Mr.  A.  B.  Gilmour  was  being 
ominated  for  a  seat  on  the  Council,  various 
lembers  expressing  the  view  that  Scotland 
v&s  not  sufficiently  represented.  Mr. 
).  H.  O.  Gemmell  (Royal  Technical  College, 
xlasgow)  read  a  paper  on  "Wool  Alcohols 
,nd  the  New  Ointment  Basis  of  the  Sixth 
Addendum"  (see  p.  550).  Messrs.  Milne, 
Campbell,  Officer,  and  A.B.  Gilmour,  Pro- 
essor  J.  P.  Todd,  and  others  took  part  in 
iubsequent  discussion.  Mr.  G.  R.  Milne 
also  of  the  Royal  Technical  College,  Glas- 
gow) followed  with  a  paper  on  "Bacterio- 
tatic  Substances  from  Biological  Sources," 
h  which  he  summarised  recent  work  on 
penicillin  and  substances  produced  from 
moulds  possessing  antibacterial  effects. 
Finally,  Mr.  R.  McCrone  introduced  a 
liscussion  on  "  The  Apprenticeship  System," 
reminding  members  of  their  duty  to  train 
their  apprentices.  He  declared  that  many 
ipprentices  were  insufficiently  trained,  and 
:laimed  that  no  College  course  could  take 
the  place  of  practical  experience.  Holders 
3f  University  degrees  in  pharmacy  should 
not  be  granted  such  concessions  as  would 
imperil  the  standing  and  prestige  of  prac- 
tising pharmacists.  Professor  J.  P.  Todd, 
who  followed,  said  the  modern  graduate  in 
Jharmacy  spent  four  years  in  scientific 
training  and  men  were  being  turned  out  who 
might  alter  the  whole  face  of  pharmacy. 
If  such  men  were  asked  to  spend  three  years 


in  a  retail  business  they  would  simply  be 
lost  to  pharmacy.  It  might  be  worth  while 
to  lose  something  on  the  apprenticeship  in 
order  to  gain  something  in  prestige.  There 
was  more  in  pharmacy  than  retail  work, 
and  men  of  the  "pure-science"  type  were 
needed  for  the  higher  branches.  Mr.  T. 
Guthrie  said  that  if  such  men  were  kept 
out,  pharmacy  would  lose  the  kudos  attach- 
ing to  any  discoveries  they  might  make. 
They  might  form  themselves  into  a  class 
apart,  and  that  would  be  regrettable.  Mem- 
bers had  to  think  what  was  best  for  the 
public  and  for  their  profession. 

PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

Action  to  Stimulate  Research.— A  motion 
tabled  in  the  House  of  Commons  by  about 
one  hundred  members  of  all  parties  urges 
the  Government  to  take  bold  action  to 
encourage  scientific  and  technological  train- 
ing, and  to  stimulate  and  co-ordinate 
research  of  all  kinds  as  an  aid  to  post -war 
reconstruction . 

Surplus  Goods  and  Factories. — Answering 
a  question  on  the  post-war  disposal  of  sur- 
plus goods  and  factories,  the  president  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  stated,  on  November  2, 
that  the  Government  have  decided  that 
disposal  shall  be  carried  out,  in  each  par- 
ticular case,  through  the  agency  of  the 
department  mainly  concerned  with  the 
supply  of  the  goods  during  the  war.  Before 
working  out  the  plans  for  disposal,  the  Board 
of  Trade,  together  with  other  responsible 
departments,  will  consult  with  represen- 
tatives of  the  producers  and  distributors 
concerned.  The  Government  have  further 
decided  that  the  Board  of  Trade,  through 
its  Factory  and  Storage  Control,  shall  co- 
ordinate the  disposal  of  all  surplus  Govern- 
ment factories.  With  a  view  to  decisions 
being  taken  as  to  the  best  use  to  which  these 
can  be  put  in  the  national  interest,  the 
Control  will  compile  lists  of  factories  and  of 
applicants  for  them.  The  Government 
recognise  the  importance  of  reaching  such 
decisions  before  the  end  of  the  war  in  as 
many  cases  as  possible,  but  much  must 
depend  on  the  course  of  events,  including 
future  programmes  of  war  production. 
Special  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  release 
of  factories  urgently  needed  for  peace-time 
production  and  to  the  possibility  of  con- 
verting into  trading  estates  some  of  the 
premises  no  longer  required  for  Govern- 
ment work.  Answering  a  further  question, 
Mr.  Dalton  said  it  was  not  ruled  out  that 
the  Government  would  retain  certain 
factories. 
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AMERICAN  NOTES 


Government    Research   Advocated. — Mr. 

Henry  Wallace  (Vice-president  of  the  United 
States)  stated  recently  that  scientific 
research  should  not  be  left  entirely  to  the 
big  industrial  firms  who  alone  were  capable 
of  financing  it.  The  Government  should 
also  conduct  experiments  and  engage  in 
research  for  the  benefit  of  the  smaller 
business  concerns. 

Patent  Law  Reforms. — A  report  on  and 
suggestions  for  reforms  in  United  States 
patent  laws  have  recently  been  issued  by  a 
commission  set  up  in  1941  by  President 
Roosevelt.  The  Commission  argues  that 
the  basic  principles  on  which  the  patent  law 
in  the  United  States  is  at  present  founded 
should  be  preserved,  but  suggests  methods 
by  which  abuses  may  be  corrected.  The 
worst  abuse  is  considered  to  be  "secret, 
improper  and  even  illegal  agreements,"  and 
the  remedy  put  forward  is  to  expose  all  such 
agreements,  thus  minimising  the  abuse  and 
making  it  readily  detectable.  Legislation  is 
recommended  compelling  the  recording  in 
the  U.S.  Patent  Office  of  all  agreements  to 
which  one  of  the  parties  is  a  citizen  of  a 
country  foreign  to  the  United  States,  and 
of  all  agreements,  regardless  of  the  citizen- 
ship of  the  parties,  which  include  any  re- 
strictions as  to  price,  quantity  of  production, 
geographical  areas  or  fields  of  use.  The 
Commission  recommends  an  expansion  of  a 
system  comparable  to  the  "  licences  of  right " 
of  British  patent  law.  In  order  to  afford 
patent  owners  full  opportunity  of  contacting 
and  interesting  manufacturers  in  their 
patents,  it  is  proposed  that  a  public  register 
should  be  issued,  at  Government  expense, 
of  all  such  patents.  No  change  is  recom- 
mended in  the  time  (seventeen  years)  during 
which  a  patent  holds  good,  although  certain 
modifications  are  suggested  where  there  is 
unreasonable  delay  in  prosecuting  an 
application  for  a  patent. 

Cinchona  Production  Developments. — 
Cinchona  bark  is  being  imported  in  increas- 
ing quantities  from  South  American  sources, 
reports  the  Co-ordinator  of  Inter-American 
Affairs  in  the  United  States.  In  June,  cin- 
chona imports  into  the  United  States  were 
double  the  average  of  the  previous  five 
months  (actual  statistics  were  not  dis- 
closed). Projects  for  the  further  develop- 
ment of  cinchona  cultivation  include  the 
preparation  for  distribution  of  3,000,000 
cinchona  seedlings  from  a  plantation  at  El 
Porvenir,  Guatemala — the  largest  in  the 
western  Hemisphere.  The  June  imports 
were  derived  from  Bolivia,  Peru,  Ecuador, 


and  Colombia  with  isolated  shipments  fron 
other  South  and  Central  American  nations 
The  El  Porvenir  plantation,  with  abou 
1,000  acres  under  cinchona,  is  estimated 
have  a  capacity  sufficient  to  supply  a  su 
stantial  proportion  of  United  States  quinin 
needs  for  a  number  of  years  if  the  trees  we 
cut  down.    However,  only  excess  trees  ar 
being  weeded  out,  and  seeds  are  being  di 
tributed  from  the  plantation.     A  furthe 
2,000,000  cinchona  seeds  brought  out  of  th 
Philippines  by  Colonel  Arthur  F.  Fisch 
are  also  being  distributed.  Of  these,  200,00 
have  been  planted  at  the  Beltsville,  Mary 
land,  station  of  the  United  States  Depar 
ment  of  Agriculture.  The  remainder  of  th 
Philippine  seeds  are  expected  to  go  int 
Costa  Rica  nurseries  under  an  arrangeme 
with  the  Costa  Rica  Government.  Work 
also  progressing  on  a  long-term  cinchon 
plantation  established  near  Tingo  Mari 
Peru,  east  of  the  Andes.  A  proportion  of  th 
present  supplies  is  coming  from  bark  of  th 
wild  cinchona  trees  in  Peru. 

U.S.  Army  Cosmetic  Purchases. — Concer 
is  being  expressed  in  retail  drug  circles 
the  United  States  at  the  purchase  by  t 
Quartermaster's  Corps  of  the  United  State] 
Army  of  quantities  of  drug  and  cosmeti 
items  at  prices  lower  than  those  charged  b 
the  manufacturers  to  chain  drug  store 
Until  recently  wholesale  prices  were  pai 
by  the  Army  authorities  for  this  class 
merchandise,  but  now  the  chain  pharmaci 
are  alarmed  lest  quantities  of  goods  shoul 
be  "dumped"  on  the  general  market  wh 
the  war  ends.   It  is  urged  that  retailers  w 
have  difficulty  in  convincing  a  soldier  wh 
has  been  buying  a  certain  brand  of  raze 
blades  at,  say,  5d.,  that  he  should  pay  th 
customary  retail  price  of  is.   Recent  heav 
purchases  by  the  Army  are  said  to  includ 
nationally-known     dental     and  shavin 
creams,  and  although  many  of  these  ha 
been  given  special  labels,  it.  is  stated  th 
they  are  easily  identifiable  with  the  standai 
brands.      The  secretary  of  the  Nation 
Association  of  Chain  Drug  Stores  state 
recently:   "I  think  it  is  perfectly  right  f 
the  Government  to  make  it  possible  for  01 
Armed  Forces  to  purchase  the  best  availab 
merchandise  at  prices  from  which  have  be 
eliminated  the  costs  of  advertising  and  di 
tribution,  but  this  could  have  been  dot 
without    using  the  manufacturer's  bran 
name."    He  had  been  unable  to  ascertai 
whether  the  manufacturers  entered  into  tl 
arrangements  willingly.    A  committee  h 
been  formed  to  study  the  situation.

Once  more  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
eutical  Society  has  had  its  representations

in  adequate  summary  of  the  history  of 
his  subject  would  fill  several  pages  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  and  is  impractic- 
ble  in  present  conditions  of  paper  supply. 
Jefore  me  as  I 'write  are  your  reports  of 
iscussions  at  the  Council  meetings  of  the 
ociety  held  on  April  5,  1922,  and  March  7, 
923,  on  both  of  which  occasions  strong  dis- 
pproval  of  the  Army  Council's  non  pos- 
umus  was^  expressed  by  several  speakers. 
^  report  presented  to  the  Society's  Council 
n  the  earlier  of  these  dates  relates  the 
ourse  of  negotiations  from  August  2,  191 7, 
o  the  then  recent  submission  of  a  report  to 
he  Army  Council.  It  was  stated  at  that 
neeting  that  the  Society's  representatives 
n  the  committee  responsible  for  the  report, 
lir  William  Glyn-Jones,  Mr.  E.  Saville 
>eck  and  Mr.  Edmund  White,  had  done  "a 
remendous  amount  of  work"  :  if  I  am  not 
istaken,  all  three  had  "put  in  overtime" 
egardless  of  personal  convenience.  At  the 
larch  1923  meeting  Sir  William  advised 
he  Council  "to  insist  on  a  public  investiga- 
ion,  unless  the  Government  had  a  better 
nswer  to  their  demand."  Yet  in  1943  this 
>ody  seems  to  be  wandering  in  the  same 
vilderness  as  in  1923,  or  in  one  indistin- 
uishable  from  it.  As  you  have  indicated, 
he  Society's  latest  memorandum  contained 
00  many  words  and  insufficient  "punch"; 
ut  in  any  case  it  appears  that  the  Army 
Council,  like  the  Bourbons  of  legend,  has 
earned  nothing  and  forgotten  nothing.  If 
he  matter  is  raised  in  Parliament,  refer- 
nces  to  the  status  and  prestige  of  pharma- 
ists  will,  I  trust,  be  suppressed,  and  atten- 
ion  concentrated  on  obtaining  as  good  a 
ervice  for  men  in  the  Army  as  civilians 
themselves  receive. 

Epidemics 

Addressing  Hull  pharmacists  recently, 
Dr.  N.  Gebbie  mentioned  "the  end  of  the 
eighteenth  century"  as  the  period  when 
inquiries  into  the  causes  of  diseases  and 
epidemics  began  (p.  506).  A  chapter  of 
profound  interest  in  the  history  of  medicine 
is  concerned  with  this  development. 
Earlier  in  the  same  century,  as  Dr.  Charles 
Singer  pointed  out  in  your  issue  of  June  27, 
I931.  the  only  sections  of  the  community 
in  which  scientific  medical  principles  could 


be  applied  directly  on  a  large  scale  were  the 
Forces  of  the  Crown.  Sir  John  Pringle,  who 
had  extensive  military  experience  and 
became  president  of  the  Royal  Society, 
was  a  pioneer  in  this  work;  among  other 
reforms  he  made  rules  for  hygienic  condi- 
tions in  camps.  The  extension  to  civilians 
of  what  may  be  called  mass  observation  of 
diseases  is  closely  connected  with  the  in- 
crease in  the  number  and  population  of 
towns,  a  feature  conditioned  by  the  growing 
use  of  mechanical  power.  On  balance,  the 
widespread  movement  of  workers  from 
agricultural  to  manufacturing  pursuits  im- 
proved their  chances  of  life :  they  exchanged 
the  Conditions  of  exposure  to  the  hazards 
of  rural  housing  and  rough  weather  for  a 
minimum  standard  of  shelter  and  greater 
accessibility  of  medical  treatment.  Several 
cities  obtained  Acts  of  Parliament  enabling 
them  to  introduce  better  draining,  light- 
ing and  so  forth.  Then  came  the  study  of 
diseases  likely  to  involve  a  high  death  rate : 
plague,  smallpox  and  diphtheria  are  exam- 
ples.   Material  was  gradually  assembled. 

Dyewoods 

Ruby  wood,  the  subject  of  a  question 
on  p.  5.1 1,  is  esteemed  by  natives  in 
Southern  India  for  making  temple  pillars 
and  for  other  purposes.  In  the  Middle 
Ages  it  was  used  for  colouring  articles  of 
food,  and  was  supposed  to  possess  medi- 
cinal properties.  Certain  entries  in  the 
Calendar  of  State  Papers  suggest  that  as  a 
dyewood  it  was  in  competition  with  madder, 
which,  probably  because  it  was  grown  in 
this  country,  was  given  preference  in  com- 
merce. A  similar  remark  applies  to  log- 
wood, another  imported  article.  References 
in  the  Calendar  during  a  somewhat  later 
period,  1620-26,  show  "the  false  and  de- 
ceivable  dye  called  logwood"  in  an  un- 
favourable light.  Thus,  in  1620  its  general 
importation  was  prohibited,  though  Sir 
Thomas  Compton  was  allowed  to  bring  in 
fifty  tons  annually,  on  condition  that  only 
"  mean  "  commodities  were  dyed  with  it  and 
that  the  names  of  purchasers  were  regis- 
tered. In  1626  James  Ireland  applied  for 
permission  to  unload  and  re-export  eighty 
tons  of  this  wood  which,  not  knowing  its 
importation  was  prohibited,  he  had  taken 
in  satisfaction  of  a  "desperate"  debt.  A 
year  earlier  a  patent  for  the  sole  cultiva- 
tion of  madder  in  England  was  granted  to 
William  Shipman.  For  this  monopoly  he 
had  to  pay  a  sum  equal  to  the  customs 
duties  on  imported  madder.  Xrayser 
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Failure  to  Demand  Invoices. — At  Liver- 
pool Assizes,  on  November  18,  George 
Leonard  Greet,  Sparkenhoe  Street,  Leices- 
ter, said  to  be  a  naval  absentee,  was 
sentenced  to  four  weeks'  imprisonment 
after  pleading  guilty  on  charges  of  failing 
to  demand  invoices  for  70  gross  of  hair 
grips  and  20  gross  of  razor  blades,  bought 
by  him  in  the  course  of  business.  His  pleas 
of  not  guilty  on  charges  of  conspiracy  and 
of  receiving  blades,  knowing  them  to  have 
been  stolen,  were  accepted. 

Pharmacy'  Act  Fine.— At  Hamilton, 
Lanarks,  recently,  Elizabeth  Meikle  Bruce, 
a  director  of  E.  &  M.  Bruce,  Ltd.,  138  Union 
Street,  Larkhall,  was  fined  £10  for  offences 
under  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  The  prosecution 
alleged  that  an  inspector  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  went  into  the  shop  on 
September  6  and  purchased  a  bottle  of 
camphorated  oil  and  a  box  of  Alophen  pills. 
The  label  on  the  oil  bottle  described  the 
company  as  "dispensing  chemists"  when, 
in  fact,  they  were  not  registered  as  such. 

Razor-blade  Transactions. — At  Liverpool 
Assizes,  on  November  18,  Joseph  O'Lough- 
lin,  dock  labourer,  Birkenhead,  was 
sentenced  to  ten  months'  imprisonment  on 
charges  of  receiving  20,000  razor  blades, 
the  property  of  the  Government,  knowing 
them  to  have  been  stolen.  The  blades 
formed  part  of  a  consignment  of  43,000 
intended  for  the  Forces  overseas,  but  stolen 
from  Birkenhead  dock  in  June.  O'Loughlin 
and  another  man  attempted  to  sell  20,000 
blades  to  a  Liverpool  chemist  who,  on  seeing 
that  some  of  the  packages  were  marked 
"Export,"  communicated  with  the  police. 

Breaches  of  Price-control  Regulations. — 

Fines  totalling  £200  and  a  sentence  of  four 
weeks'  imprisonment  were  imposed  at 
Liverpool  Assizes,  on  November  18,  on 
Reginald  David  Bascombe,  shopkeeper, 
Smithdown  Road,  Liverpool,  for  breaches 
of  the  price-control  regulations  relating  to 
cosmetics  and  other  articles.  Bascombe 
pleaded  guilty  to  charges  of  aiding  and 
abetting  Frederick  Joseph  Mulholland  (see 
C.  &  D.,  November  20,  p.  508)  in  the  sale 
to  Bascombe  of  four  gross  mascara,  four 
gross  lipsticks,  two  gross  eyebrow  pencils, 
and  twelve  gross  hair  grips,  at  prices  exceed- 
ing those  permitted ;  in  the  resale  of  these 
goods  otherwise  than  by  retail ;  and  in  the 
supplying  of  the  goods,  as  well  as  of  420 
bottles  of  perfume  and  one  doz.  boxes  of 
rouge,  without  labels  bearing  the  name  and 
address  of  the  manufacturer.

Paraffinum  Liquidum. — The  require-

O0  and  kept  at  that  temperature  for  four 
hours  (limit  of  solid  paraffins) "  is  deleted. 

Tinctura  Colchici. — Liquid  Extract  of 
Colchicum  Corm  may  be  used  in  place  of 
Liquid  Extract  of  Colchicum,  in  making 
this  Tincture. 

Trochisci. — A  mixture  of  one  volume 
of  Concentrated  Tincture  of  Tolu  and  three 
volumes  of  water  may  be  used  in  place  of 
Tincture  of  Tolu,  in  making  Lozenges. 

INSURANCE  ACT  DISPENSING 

Ayrshire. — During  the  first  six  months  of 
the  year  the  cost  of  prescriptions  in  the 
Insurance  Committee's  area  was  approxi- 
mately ^5,858,  plus  ^239  for  purchase  tax. 
For  the  corresponding  period  of  1942  the 
cost  of  prescriptions  (without  purchase 
tax)  was  £5,035.  At  January  1  there  were 
93.592  insured  persons  in  the  area,  more 
than  7,000  above  the  pre-war  year. 

Chester. — Prescriptions  issued  to  insured 
persons  by  doctors  and  dispensed  by  chem- 
ists in  the  Insurance  Committee's  area  in 
1942  totalled  74,301.  ^3,985  was  paid  to 
chemists,  against  ^3,716  in  the  previous 
year.  Of  this  figure  ^2,356  represented  the 
cost  of  ingredients. 

Oxford. — Members  of  the  City  Insurance 
Committee  expressed  concern  at  a  recent 
meeting  at  the  distances  people  in  some 
parts  of  Oxford  had  to  travel  to  get  pre- 
scriptions made  up,  owing  to  the  call-up  of 
pharmacists.  It  was  decided  to  inform  the 
Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee 
that  it  views  with  alarm  that  Committee's 
over-ruling  of  the  local  committee. 

Portsmouth.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  on  October  27,  Mr.  F.  H. 
Ruoff,  M.P.S.,  said  that  the  local  phar- 
maceutical war  committee  was  watching 
the  position  arising  from  the  call-up  of 
pharmacists  and  dispensers.  Deferments 
of  men  between  thirty-five  and  forty  were 
expiring,  but  there  were  about  a  dozen 
under  thirty  still  left.  It  appeared  that 
the  hardships  tribunal  was  exempting  the 
younger  men  but  not  the  older  ones.  At  a 
recent  check  on  insured  persons  in  the  city, 
the  number  registered  totalled  73,751, 
against  92,000  in  1940.

A  Pioneer  in  Tablet  Machines. — Mr.  J.  F. 

Buckley  (Buckley-Bowker  Tablet  Co.,  Ltd., 
29  Parkfield  Street,  Islington,  London,  N.i, 
writing  on  "One  Hundred  Years  of  Tablets 
(C.  d>>  D.,  November  13,  p.  496),  points  out 
that  he  has  for  fifty  years  been  engaged  in 
pioneer  work  on  tablet-compressing  ma- 
chines. Mr.  Buckley  claims,  in  fact,  that 
he  was  the  original  manufacturer  of  tablet 
machines  in  this  country.

He  was  not  a  keen  advocate 
of  Rugby  football,  but  this  was  something 
in  the  way  of  providing  reasonable  recrea- 
tional facilities  for  the  students  which  he 
thought  the  Council  should  not  turn  down. 

Mr.  O'Rourke  thought  they  could  argue 
that  the  existence  of  the  Club  was  necessary 
for  the  good  health  of  the  students.  Alter- 
natively they  could  allow  the  members  of 
the  Council  their  expenses,  and  let  the 
members  devote  them  to  the  Club. 

Mr.  Fitzpatrick  said  that  was  an  ex- 
cellent suggestion.  If  the  country  members 
of  the  Council  gave  their  expenses  as  sub- 
scriptions that  would  get  over  the  difficulty. 

Mr.  O'Rourke  said  he  meant  the  ex- 
penses of  members  living  in  Dublin  and  the 
county. 

Mr.  Costelloe  expressed'  the  view  that 
there  was  nothing  illegal  in  giving  a  sub- 
scription to  a  body  of  chemist  students. 
They  conducted  schools,  and,  if  the  treasurer 
helped  along  their  recreational  facilities,  he 
saw  nothing  that  could  be  objected  to. 
His  only  regret  was  that  the  existing  pre- 
mises were  not  sufficiently  roomy  to  pro- 
vide club  accommodation  for  the  chemist 
students.  The  gesture  of  a  subscription 
would  be  helpful  to  the  students. 

The  President  said  that,  if  the  students 
had  such  an  organisation  as  a  Students' 
Union,  the  Council  could  deal  with  them 
direct.  He  was  not  conversant  with  the 
Club,  but  was  sure  it  was  in  order.  If  they 
acceded  to  the  request,  the  trouble  would 
be  applications  from  other  people. 

Mr.  Cqstelloe  said  that  at  the  moment  a 
ladies'  camogie  team  was  being  formed. 
There  was  the  possibility  that  they  might 
have  a  series  of  applications  from  different 
bodies. 

Mr.  Kieran  said  they  had  no  legal  right 
to  use  the  Society's  funds  for  this  purpose. 
They  should  have  some  fund  for  supporting 
activities  of  this  kind. 

The  Registrar  (Mr.  J.  J.  Kerr)  said  he 
had  had  a  discussion  with  Mr.  Gay  nor  (Law. 
Adviser) ,  but  Mr.  Gaynor  was  not  prepared 
to  give  an  opinion  without  due  considera- 
tion. 

Mr.  Whelehan  thought  they  were  all  in 
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favour  of  helping  the  Club,  and  he  suggested 
members  of  the  Council  should  subscribe  five 
shillings  each  to  make  up  a  subscription. 

The  President  suggested  that  the  matter 
should  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  officers  to 
discuss  with  their  law  adviser ;  this  was  agreed  to. 

Invitation  to  Church  Service 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Very  Rev.  E.  H. 
Lewis-Crosby  (Dean  of  Christ  Church,  Dublin) 
inviting  the  Council'  to  send  representatives  to 
a  Citizenship  Service  to  be  held  there  on  Sunday, 
November  14. 

Mr.  O'Rourke  suggested  that,  while  the 
Council  officially  could  not  be  represented, 
owing  to  difficulties  over  religion, "  the  Dean 
should  have  the  courtesy  of  a  reply.  They  could 
not  attend  'as  a  corporate  body,  but  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  who  wished  to  attend  could 
do  so.  The  invitation  was  sent  in  a  courteous 
spirit  and  they  should  meet  it  in  that  way. 

The  Registrar  said  he  had  already  acknow- 
ledged the  Dean's  letter. 

Valuation  of  Premises 

The  auditor  to  the  Society  forwarded  a  copy 
of  the  valuation  of  the  Society's  premises  made 
by  Mr.  R.  Donnelly,  architect.  Mr.  Donnelly 
wrote :  "  This  district  has  rather  deteriorated 
on  account  of  the  great  change  in  Mount  Street 
in  the  way  of  conversions  of  a  large  proportion 
of  the  houses  into  tenements,  and  I  am  afraid 
that  the  deterioration  will  continue.  Based  on 
a  poor  law  valuation  of  £57  10s.  and  a  ground 
rent  of  £30,  I  would  value  the  premises  at 
£1,900  to  £2,000." 

Mr.  Fitzpatrick  said  he  took  strong  excep- 
tion to  that  part  of  the  report  in  which  the 
valuer  spoke  of  the  renovation  of  the  porter's 
lodge.  The  lodge  had  not  been  renovated,  but 
was  built  directly  of  bricks  throughout,  and 
under  the  supervision  of  an  architect  and  the 
Pembroke  Estate  engineer.  If  the  valuer's 
statement  about  the  deterioration  of  the  dis- 
trict was  correct,  they  should  look  for  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  valuation.

Day  Classes  in  Pharmacy 

The  report  of  the  Schools  Committee  con- 
tained a  recommendation  that  day  classes  in 
pharmacy  should  be  provided  for  January  and 


April, "  and  such  other  classes  as  may  be  deem 
necessary." 

The  Registrar  submitted  a  return,  as1 
for  by  Mr.  O'Rourke  at  the  previous  Coun 
meeting,  giving  details  of  the  years  of  app- 
ticeship  served  by  the  students  applying  : 
lectures.  The  return  showed  that  70-12  j 
cent,  or  115  of  the  students  had  comple* 
their  apprenticeship. 

Mr.  O'Rourke  referred  to  a  circular  sc 
out  to  the  students  asking  the  numbers  p. 
pared  to  attend  day  classes  in  pharmacy,  a 
stating  that  the  Council  intended  to  hold  th 
classes.  In  his  view  the  circular  anticipal 
the  Council's  decision,  because  no  decision 
hold  the  classes  had  been  taken  at  the  previc 
meeting.  The  matter  had  merely  been  refen 
back  to  ascertain  how  many  students  w< 
prepared  to  join  such  classes. 

Mr.  Kieran  said  the  circular  merely  said  1 
Council  intended  to  hold  the  classes  if  suffick 
students  were  available  to  attend  them.  H 
else  could  the  circular  be  worded? 

Miss  Flood:  We  did,  intend  at  the  1< 
meeting  to  hold  the  classes. 

Mr.  Cahill  :  The  phraseology  of  the  circu 
may  have  been  unfortunate,  but  I  do  not  th' 
Mr.  Kerr  had  any  intention  of  anticipating  1 
Council. 

Present  Classes  Too  Large 

Mr.  Fitzpatrick  commented  that  the  p, 
sent  pharmacy  classes  were  too  large,  and  1 
same  thing  applied  in  botany  and  mate 
medica.

Ten 
or  twelve  of  the  chemists  he  knew  down  there 
did  not  want  the  recognition. 

Mr.  Lester  said  they  never  had  any  opposi- 
tion from  Cork  chemists  to  the  proposal.  Cork 
chemists  came  on  a  deputation  to  members  of 
the  Dail  on  this  matter. 

Mr.  Fitzpatrick:  If  you  want  to  get  this 
thing  carried,  I  suggest  you  use  the  politicians, 
and  the  Vocational  Committee  will  get  this 
passed.  From  what  I  know  of  what  is  going  on 
here,  they  are  all  against  you. 

Mr.  Lester  said  that  if  the  motion  was 
rejected,  the  matter  would  not  stop  there. 

Mr.  O'Rourke  said  Mr.  McSweeny  had  made 
the  point  that  the  Vocational  Committee  would 
be  prepared  to  give  the  Society  the  right  to 
appoint  the  teacher.  He  suggested  they  could 
not  do  that,  since  the  appointment  of  the 
teachers  in  the  Vocational  Schools  was  the 
Vocational  Committee's  legal  responsibility. 
Mr.  McSweeny  had  also  said  that,  if  the  Society 
was  not  satisfied  with  the  teacher  appointed, 
it  could  withdraw  recognition  of  the  classes, 
but  a  regulation  of  that  kind  could  not  be  with- 
drawn without  the  permission  of  the  Minister. 
In  his  view  a  mixed  educational  body  of  lay- 
men were  not  the  people  to  decide  upon  the 
qualifications  of  a  man  best  fitted  to  teach 
pharmacy. 

On  a  show  of  hands  the  motioji  was  lost. 

Renewal  of  1908  Licences  Opposed 

Mr.  Kissane  moved  "That  the  Council 
oppose  the  renewal  of  all  1908  licences  as  per 
paragraph  eight,  page  92,  of  the  'Acts  regu- 
lating the  Sale  of  Poisons  and  the  Practice  of 
Pharmacy.' "  He  urged  that  this  was  the  only 
thing  the  Council  could  do  until  chemists  got 
control.  To  his  mind,  the  time  was  ripe  for 
taking  the  action  he  suggested.  Paragraph  eight 
of  the  Act  said:  "The  local  authority,  before 
granting  a  licence,  shall  take  into  consideration 
whether,  in  the  neighbourhood  where  the  appli- 
cant for  the  licence  carries  on  or  intends  to 
carry  on  business,  the  reasonable  requirements 
of  the  public  with  respect  to  the  purchase  of 
poisonous  substances  are  satisfied."  That  parar 
graph  definitely  showed  that  the  Act  was  only 
waiting  for  the  time  until  chemists  took  over. 
Paragraph  ten  set  out  that  the  licence  con- 
tinued in  force  only  for  one  year  "and  may  be 
renewed  from  time  to  time,  for  one  year  at  a 
time."  That  showed  to  his  mind  that  the 
measure  was  merely  temporary.  The  fee  for 
renewal  was  is.  6d.  It  was  ridiculous  to  sug- 
gest that  a  Government  department  would 
regard  this  as  a  proper  fee  if  they  wanted  the 
provisions  to  remain  in  force.  Again  it  struck 
him  as  ridiculous  that  a  purchaser  could  go 
from  one  counter  to  another  and  buy  a  bottle 
of  stout  when  buying  poisons.  This  must  lead 
to  carelessness.  The  Act,  he  thought,  provided 
for  a  separate  counter  for  the  sale  of  poisons, 
and  a  locked-up  cupboard. 

Mr.  Costelloe,  seconding  the  motion,  said 
that  the  Act  was  framed  for  the  safety  of  the 
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public.  It  was  time  the  Council  acted  in  the 
matter. 

Sir  T.  Robinson,  supporting  the  motion, 
said  he  had  always  been  opposed  to  the  grant- 
ing of  the  licences.  The  whole  thing  was  a 
scandal.  The  licences  were  supposed  to  fill  up 
gaps  in  parts  of  the  country  where  chemists 
were  not  available,  and  had  been  granted  whole- 
sale. He  knew  many  cases  of  people  applying 
for  licences  who  did  not  know  what  they  were 
applying  for,  and  yet  got  them.  As  Mr.  Kissane 
had  pointed  out,  the  time  had  long  passed 
when  there  was  a  case  for  granting  such  facilities. 
There  was  hardly  a  little  hamlet  in  the  country 
to-day  but  had  a  chemist's  shop.  It  was  diffi- 
cult, however,  to  move  in  the  matter  unless 
they  had  a  Bill  in  the  Dail.  The  motion  was 
only  a  pious  hope  unless  this  could  be  done. 
He  suggested  referring  the  matter  to  the  Law 
Committee  and  to  Mr.  Kerr. 

The  President  said  that  was  a  very  good 
suggestion.  The  Legal  Adviser  could  be  asked 
to  attend  to  discuss  the  matter,  and  a  report 
submitted  from  the  Law  Committee. 

Mr.  Gleeson  said  he  thoroughly  agreed  with 
the  motion,  but  the  difficulty  was  to  carry  out 
the  suggestion.  They  would  have  to  send  a 
solicitor  to  the  meetings  of  these  licensing 
bodies  to  oppose  the  renewals.  In  1941  they 
had  sent  out  a  warning  to  County  Councils  on 
this  matter,  and  he  wondered  what  results  they 
had  had  from  that. 

The  Registrar  said  the  only  acknowledg- 
ment they  had  had  was  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Galway  County  Council,  who  stated  that 
they  gave  licences  only  to  people  who  carried 
out  the  law.  An  inspector  who  had  been  sent 
down  to  Galway  found  that  that  was  not  so. 


Mr.  Kissane  said  the  licences  were  issi 
now  as  a  matter  of  form,  and  were  passed 
from  father  to  son.  The  Act  stipulated  that 
local  authority  had  to  take  into  considerat 
whether  the  reasonable  requirements  of 
public  with  regard  to  the  purchase  of  pois> 
were  satisfied.  To  his  mind,  all  towns  now  1 
sufficient  chemists  to  take  over  the  sale  of 
poisons  affected,  and  it  was  on  that  basis 
brought  forward  the  proposal  in  his  motion. 

Mr.  Fitzpatrick  said  the  whole  position 
regard  to  the  issue  of  the  licences  was  so  ri< 
ulous  that  the  Society's  porter  could  get  a  lice 
to  sell  poisons  in  Clondalkin  for  a  shilling. 

The  Registrar  mentioned  that  he  1 
received  a  communication  from  the  M; 
Pharmaceutical  Chemists'  Association  a  f< 
night  earlier  saying,  in  effect,  that  poisons  w 
being  sold  wholesale  all  over  co.  Mayo  by 
sorts  of  hucksters.  He  had  replied  sayin 
was  no  use  writing  him  unless  they  could 
him  where  these  people  were,  but  he  had 
no  answer  to  his  letter. 

Mr.  Kissane  pointed  out  that  there  w 
county  managers  now,  and  they  would 
more  careful. 

The  Registrar  said  that  he  had  prep; 
a  map  some  time  ago  showing  that  there 
no  need  for  the  licences  except  in  six  place 

Mr.  Fitzpatrick:  And  perhaps  even  t 
would  not  be  required  today. 

Mr.  Whelehan  said  he  had  discussed 
matter  with  one  county  manager,  who 
sympathetic,    provided  representations 
made  to  him  officially. 

After  some  further  discussion,  Mr.  Kiss 
agreed  to  have  the  motion  referred  to  the  I 
Committee  for  consideration. 
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ABERDEEN  HONOURS  MR.  MELDRUM

r  readers  have  no  doubt  noticed  the 
ivity  and  formality  of  the  proceedings 
the  recent  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
itical  Society's  Council.  The  practice 
the  Council  in  recent  months  has  been 
compress  the  public  business  of  its 
Jdnesday  session  into  about  half  an  hour 
less,  and  then  to  go  into  secret  session 
so  called  "committee").  Shortly  after 
i  end  of  the  last  war  the  Council  began 
meet  in  private  on  the  Tuesday  preceding 
h  monthly  meeting,  and  to  issue  to  the 
ess  an  official  statement  of  such  parts  of 
transactions  as  it  wished  to  become 
own.  This  policy  meant,  in  effect,  that 
if  the  monthly  business  of  the  Council 
is  regarded  as  private — an  arbitrary 
vision  for  which,  so  far  as  we  are  aware, 
s  members  of  the  Society  have  never 
en  given  a  reason.  Assuming,  however, 
at  this  distinction  between  two  kinds 
topics  is  in  accordance  with  reality, 
re  remains  a  question  to  be  asked  about 
further  whittling  down  of  the  Wednes- 
y  proceedings.  A  review  of  the  reports 
blished  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
ring  the  present  year,  which  have  been 
U  records  of  the  public  business  transacted 


at  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Council, 
reveals  an  almost  complete  absence  of 
items  of  political  importance  to  pharma- 
cists, either  in  the  form  of  discussion  or 
decision. 

Proceedings  Purely  Formal 

Take,  for  instance,  the  Council  meeting 
held  in  London  on  July  28  (C.  &  D., 
July  31,  p.  107).  The  whole  public  session 
was  concluded  in  a  matter  of  minutes,  and 
the  Press  representatives  were  then  re- 
quested to  leave  the  meeting.  As  will  be 
seen  from  our  report,  a  paragraph  of  rather 
less  than  three  and  a  half  inches,  the  pro- 
ceedings were  purely  formal  and  devoid  of 
interest.  Is  it  surprising,  therefore,  if  the 
majority  of  ordinary  members  of  the 
Society  have  long  since  lost  all  interest  in 
their  executive  body?  Is  it  possible  that 
there  is  nothing  pharmacists  want  to  read 
about,  month  by  month,  beyond  the  mere 
record  of  elections,  restorations,  presenta- 
tion of  minutes,  and  occasional  items  of 
correspondence?  In  our  issue  of  May  9 
last  year  it  was  pointed  out  that  in  the  first 
half  of  1922  the  average  space  occupied 
by  our  reports  of  these  meetings  was  equiv- 
alent to  three  and  a  half  C.  &>  D.  pages 
of  the  present  size,  and  that  in  1932  the 
corresponding  space  was  just  over  four 
pages.  During  the  past  few  years  this 
amount  of  space  has  seldom  been  required 
for  a  similar  report.  Why?  It  is  no  answer 
to  say  that  the  exigencies  of  war  curtail 
the  need  for  discussion.  To  a  limited  extent 
they  may ;  but  if  we  take  the  latest  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Council  as  a  sample,  there 
must  have  been  more  than  a  little  public 
interest  in  the"  reports  of  such  committees 
as  those  concerned  with  finance  and 
organisation. 

Subjects  of  First  Importance 

•Again,  when  the  new  by-law  for  raising 
retention  fees  was  introduced,  we  can 
hardly  suppose  that  a  vote  was  taken  upon 
it  without  a  word  of  discussion ;  yet  we  are 
left  in  ignorance  on  this  point.  Subjects 
of  the  first  importance  directly  affecting 
the  future  of  pharmacy  and  pharmacists 
have  arisen  during  the  past  year  or  so.  In 
almost  every  instance  discussions  on  these 
matters  in  the  Council  have  been  "in 
committee,"  or  the  negotiations  with  out- 
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side  bodies  treated  as  "confidential."  An 
instance  of  the  latter  is  the  entirely  un- 
satisfactory result  now  published  of  the 
Council's  negotiations  with  the  War  Office 
on  the  status  of  pharmacists  in  the  Army. 
(Incidentally,  it  may  be  noted  that  the 
"question  time"  introduced  a  few  years 
ago  seems  to  have  fallen  into  abeyance  or 
to  have  been  abolished.)  At  one  of  last 
year's  Council  meetings  Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin 
expressed  the  view  that  "There  was  in- 
sufficient co-ordination  between  the  Council 
and  the  branches."  How  can  it  be  other- 
wise, when  the  proceedings  of  the  Council 
are  for  the  most  part  shrouded  in  mystery  ? 
It  is  of  very  little  use  for  councillors  to 
travel  about  the  country  and  entertain 
the  branches  with  picturesque  descriptions 
of  the  way  the  various  committees  function. 
Not  how  they  work  but  what  they  and  the 
Council  accomplish  is  the  subject  that  really 
interests  members.  Till  those  who  conduct 
the  affairs  of  the  Society  exert  themselves 
to  create  greater  public  interest  in  their 
activities,  it  is  highly  probable  that  miser- 
ably small  polls  at  Council  elections  will 
continue  to  be  the  rule,  to  the  detriment 
of  pharmacy. 

Food  Labelling  and  Advertising 

The  Defence  (Sale  of  Food)  Regulations 
(S.  R.  &  O.,  1943,  No.  1553),  which  were 
issued  recently  as  a  White  Paper  (Cmd. 
6482)  (see  C.  &  D.,  November  13,  p.  480), 
involve  changes  in  the  law,  some  of  which 
are  as  follows :  Section  6  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  is  suspended  as  from 
January  1,  1944,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  food, 
and  is  re-enacted  in  a  revised  form,  with  the 
effect  that:  (1)  The  display  of  a  label 
which  falsely  describes  any  food  exposed 
for  sale  is  now  an  offence,  whereas  under 
the  Act  no  offence  was  committed  until 
a  sale  was  made;  (2)  whereas,  under  the 
Act,  it  is  an  offence  to  give  a  label,  or  to 
publish  or  to  be  a  party  to  the  publication 
of  an  advertisement,  which  falsely  describes 
or  is  otherwise  calculated  to  mislead  as  to 
the  nature,  substance  or  quality  of  a  food, 
this  offence  will  now  specifically  include 
giving  a  label  or  publishing  an  advertise- 
ment which  misleads  as  to  the  nutritional 
or  dietary  value  of  a  food.  The  necessary 
powers  to  control  the  labelling  and  com- 


position of  food  are  granted  to  the  Mini 
of  Food,  who  is  authorised  to  proceed  wk 
Order.  An  additional  power,  not  contai' 
in  previous  legislation,  is  conferred  on 
Minister  enabling  him  by  Order  to  rest 
the  making  in  advertisements  of  fo 
of  claims  or  suggestions  of  the  prese 
of  vitamins  or  minerals.  Where  the 
regarding  the  labelling  and  advertising 
food  in  Scotland  and  Northern  Irelanc 
affected  by  these  Regulations,  it  is,  so 
as  practicable,  made  uniform  with  the 
in  England  and  Wales.  Orders  will  be  iss 
by  the  Minister  of  Food  as  necessity  ar 
creating  standards  for  particular  foods 
an  advisory  committee  has  already  b 
appointed  for  this  purpose. 


Labelling 

It  is  proposed  to  require  by  Order  t 
in  general,  pre-packed  articles  of  food  s 
bear  a  label  indicating  the  following  pa 
culars :    (a)  The  name  and  address  of 
packer;    (b)  the  common  or  usual  m 
(if  any)  of  the  food ;    (c)  the  minim 
quantity  of  food  contained  in  the  packa 
and  (d)  the  common  or  usual  names 
not  the  proportions)  of  the  ingredient 
the  food.  Provision  will  be  made  for  re 
ing  these  requirements  in  appropriate  ca 
and  the  disclosure  of  ingredients  will 
be  necessary  in  the  case  of  foods  for  wl 
a  standard  is  prescribed  under  the  Re 
lations.  In  this  way  the  public  will  be  fi 
protected  as  to  the  quantity  of  food  t 
are  buying,  and  also  as  to  its  quality,  eit 
by  the  existence  of  a  standard  or  by 
disclosure  of  its  ingredients.    In  all  c? 
where  the   public  will  not   be  serio 
prejudiced   ample   time   will   be  alio 
traders  to  enable  them,  with  the  minim 
of  inconvenience,  to  amend  their  lal 
and  dispose  of  existing  stocks.

Forward  from  Penicillin 

If  the  material  itself  is  not  available, 
however,  there  is  no  doubt  that  chemists 
will  be  bombarded  with  questions  about  it 
from  their  customers,  and  it  is  as  well  that 
they  should  know  as  much  as  possible  of 
its  nature  and  properties.  The  active  prin- 
ciple, patulin,  is  obtained  from  Penicillium 
patulinum,  which  is  one  of  a  series  of  moulds 
which  were  being  investigated  in  following 
up  recent  researches  upon  penicillin.  By 
comparison  with  penicillin,  patulin  has  a 
greater  yield  (1  gm.  from  each  litre  of  culture 
filtrate),  but  also,  unfortunately,  a  much 
greater  toxicity  (a  20-gm.  mouse  is  killed 
by  °"5  gm-  injected  subcutaneously  or 
intravenously).  It  has  the  immense  advan- 
tage that  it  is  bacteriostatic  in  vitro,  even 
in  the  presence  of  serum  or  pus,  and  that 
it  is  active  against  both  gram-positive  and 
gram-negative  organisms,  but  there  is  no 
evidence  that  it  is  of  equal  activity  with 
penicillin  against  gonococci. 

Clinical  Trials 

The  "almost  accidental"  observation  by 
Professor  Gye,  of  the  Imperial  Cancer  Re- 
search Fund  Laboratories,  was  that  patulin, 
"in  watery  solution  of  unknown  strength, 
but  probably,  judging  by  subsequent  tests, 
at  least  1  in  1,000,"  when  used  as  a  nasal 
douche,  caused  clearing  of  the  nasal  pas- 
sages within  the  hour.  At  that  strength 
the  application  was  attended  with  con- 
siderable pain,  but  later  tests  showed  that 
a  suitable — and  painless — strength  was 
1 .  in  20,000  in  a  solution  buffered  with 
phosphate  at  pn  6.  Additional  clinical 
tests  were  made  upon  patients  at  a  naval 
hospital,  only  those  being  chosen  whose 
symptoms  were  an  acute  specific  catarrh 
involving  the  upper  respiratory  tract.  The 
results,  in  percentages  of  "cures,"  were 
distinctly  encouraging,  but,  as  already 
mentioned,  they  are  not  numerous  enough 
for  general  conclusions  to  be  drawn,  and 
insufficient  work  has  yet  been  done  to  ascer- 
tain whether  there  are  any  undesirable 
side-effects. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  implication 
of  all  is  the  likelihood  that  further  valuable 
principles  of  the  penicillin  type  will  result 
from  continued  researches  into  the  group 
of  moulds.

THE  NEW  OFFICIAL  OINTMENT  BASIS 


Abstract  of  a  Paper  on  "  Wool  Alcohols  and  the 
given  by  Mr.  D.  H.  0.  Gemmell,  Ph.C,  at 

The  introduction  by  the  Sixth  Addendum 
to  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  a  new  ointment 
basis  is  by  far  the  most  important  of  recent 
pharmacopceial  changes  affecting  the  prac- 
tising pharmacist.  The  new  basis,  which 
comes  into  use  officially  on  February  i, 
1944,  replaces  paraffin  and  simple  ointments 
in  a  number  of  pharmacopceial  ointments. 

Four  Classes  of  Ointment  Base 

According  to  Mumford  ("Practitioner," 
1940,  II,  258)  four  classes  of  bases  are  gen- 
erally available  for  the  preparation  of 
ointments.    These  are  : — 

(a)  Inert  (Soft  paraffin,  lard,  etc.). 

(b)  Gum  (Tragacanth  creams,  etc.). 

(c)  Emulsifying  (Lanette  wax  SX,  etc.). 

(d)  Emulsion  (E.g.,  Unguentum  Aquosum). 

The  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1932,  con- 
fined itself  to  the  use  of  the  inert  type  of 
base,  except  in  unguentum  aquosum,  which 
is  not  generally  suitable  and  not  even,  for 
that  matter,  intended  as  a  base,  since  it  is 
incompatible  with  many  medicaments.  The 
new  ointment  base  belongs  to  the  emulsion- 
base  group,  which  produce  partially  or  com- 
pletely saturated  water-in-oil  emulsions  by 
absorbing  water,  and  are  also  known  as 
absorption  bases  or  hydrophile  ointment 
bases.  Thus  the  inert  type  of  base  is  re- 
placed in  many  ointments  by  a  water-in-oil 
emulsion  base,  leaving,  however,  an  alter- 
native formula  for  zinc  oxide  ointment.  It 
is  felt  that  greater  latitude  in  the  type  of 
base  used  might  have  been  allowed. 

Absorption  Base  Adopted 

The  absorption  base  used  for  the  new 
ointment  basis  consists  of  the  alcohols 
separated  from  wool  wax  dissolved  in  a 
mixture  of  liquid,  soft  and  hard  paraffins. 
Wool  alcohols  (Alcoholia  Lanae)  is  prepared 
by  separating  the  alcoholic  fraction  from 
the  saponification  products  of  the  crude 
grease  from  sheep's  wool  or  from  lanolin 
(which  gives  a  greater  yield  and  better  pro- 
duct). The  separated  fraction  consists 
mainly  of  cholesterol  and  its  esters,  sterols, 
triterpene  and  other  alcohols — the  esters 
of  lanoceric,  lanopalmitic,  carnaubic,  myris- 
tic  and  oleic  acids  found  in  lanolin  being 
removed.  Wool  alcohols  is  a  brownish- 
yellow,  brittle,  wax-like  substance  showing 
a  clean  fracture  when  broken;  it  has  a 
low  acid  and  saponification  value  and  a  high 
melting  point  (av.  6o°C).  No  separate 
fraction  of  wool  alcohols  is  responsible  for

Preparation  of  the  New  Ointments 

In  the  preparation  of  the  new  ointm 
the  difficulty  would  appear  to  die  in 
preparation  of  the  anhydrous  base  (c 
ment  of  wool  alcohols)  which  contains 
per  cent,  of  hard  paraffin,  owing  to 
tendency  of  the  paraffin  to  separate 
cooling.

Melt  in  a  water-bath  the  ointment  of  1 
alcohols,  using  a  vessel  which  does  not  pe 
too  rapid  a  surface  cooling  to  take  place, 
the  distilled  water,  previously  heated  to  a' 
65 0  C,  and  allow  to  cool  slowly.  This  ma 
ensured  by  allowing  the  vessel  to  remain  on 
water-bath  with  the  source  of  heat  remo 
Stirring  should  take  place  during  cooling. 

Emulsification  commences  when  the  t 
perature  drops  to  about  6o°,  and  no  par; 
separates  during  the  delayed  cooling, 
care  is  taken  in  the  preparation  of  the  c 
ment  of  wool  alcohols,  hydrous  ointn 
may  be  prepared  by  trituration  in  the  c 
but  the  product  is  not  so  satisfactory  as 
the  method  outlined.  Ointments  of  tai 
acid  and  hamamelis  may  ba  similarly 
pared.

Patulin  is  optically  inactive.  It  is  soluble 
in  water  and  in  most  of  the  commoner 
organic  solvents  except  light  petroleum. 
An  aqueous  solution  is  neutral  to  litmus 
and  does  not  titrate  as  an  acid.  The  pure 
antibacterial  substance  inhibits  the  growth 
of  Staphylococcus  aureus  at  a  concentration 
of  1  :  64,000.  Studies  have  been  made  of 
numerous  derivatives,  and  the  data  ob- 
tained are  set  out  in  the  "Lancet"  articles. 

Preliminary  experiments  have  been  car- 
ried out  to  estimate  the  action  in  vitro  of 
patulin  against  a  number  of  pathogenic 
aerobic  organisms.  The  results  show  that 
it  possesses  bacteriostatic  powers  against  a 
number  of  gram-positive  and  gram-negative 
aerobic  organisms,  and  suggest  that  it  is 
also  active  against  anaerobes.  Its  action  is 
not  affected  by  the  presence  of  serum  or  of 
pus.  Phagocytosis  is  inhibited  at  a  dilution 
of  0-05  per  cent. ;  it  is  reduced  at  0-025  Per 
cent.,  but  unaffected  at  0-0125  Per  cent. 
The  lethal  dose  of  patulin  for  mice  is  about 
0-5  mgm.  per  20  gm.  body  weight,  whether 
given  intravenously  or  subcutaneously ; 
subcutaneous  administration  was  found  to 
produce  necrosis  at  the  site  of  the  injection. 

Action  on  Common  Cold 

The  substance  has  been  given  a  trial  in 
the  treatment  of  common  colds  at  a  naval 
establishment  in  this  country,  solutions 
being  sprayed  into  the  nose  or  snuffed  up 
from  the  hand.  57  per  cent,  of  treated 
cases  recovered  completely  within  forty- 
eight  hours,  against  only  9-4  per  cent,  of 
controls.  No  ill-effects  were  observed. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
Therapeutic  Research  Corporation  of  Great 
Britain  to  manufacture  the  pure  anti- 
bacterial substance  for  further  trials. 


Rubber  from  Russian  Dandelions. — An 

account  of  work  now  being  carried  out  at 
Kew  Gardens  in  the  development  of 
additional  sources  of  rubber  has  been  given 
recently  by  Sir  Geoffrey'  Evans,  economic 
botanist  at  Kew.  The  seeds  of  three  plants 
from  which  rubber  has  in  recent  years  been 
produced  in  Russia  were  received  at  Kew 
and  cultivated  there  and  at  twenty-two 
other  stations.  The  most  promising  of  the 
three  plants  was  Kok-saghyz,  from  the 
Ukraine  and  Poland,  which  appears  to  be 
capable  of  yielding  in  Britain  from  65  to 
100  lb.  of  rubber  per  acre.  The  comparable 
yield  of  Para  rubber  is  800  to  1,000  lb.  The 
plant  needs  good  soil,  and  the  authorities 
do  not  advise  its  general  cultivation,

Export  Research 

Sir, — Lord  Strathspey's  letter  in  a  recent 
issue  of  the  C.  &>  D.  (p.  426)  makes  a  most 
important  contribution  towards  the  solution 
of  the  problem  of  how  to  expand  our  export 
trade.  By  all  means  let  the  primary  pro- 
ducts industries,  such  as  chemicals,  steel, 
cotton,  wool,  etc.,  follow  the  example  of  the 
rubber  industry,  and  inspire  the  federation 
of  all  businesses  which  use  the  primary 
product  to  any  appreciable  extent  in  the 
manufacture  of  their  goods.  But  may  I  be 
permitted  to  carry  Lord  Strathspey's  sug- 
gestion perhaps  a  thought  further?  What 
is  needed  is  that  each  Federation  should 
form  an  export  market  research  organisa- 
tion to  discover,  and  set  out  as  simply  as  is 
intelligible,  the  conditions  and  habits  of 
prospective  buyers  overseas.  The  financing 
of  these  market  research  organisations 
should  present  no  obstacle.  It  can  be 
arranged  by  subscription  of  capital  on 
fixed-interest  terms.  This  interest  could 
well  be  met,  and  the  capital  safeguarded, 
by  the  fees  charged  for  such  services.
